United States Conviers B amoved from
the Avkans s Prison.

Larre Rock, Ark.,, Nov. 21.--Several
weeks ago a federal prisoner nnmed Abra-
ham Davis, confined in the Arkansas neni-
tentiary, complained 1o the federal authori-
ties that ne bhod been unmorcifully whippod
and branded with o hot iron in the presence
of the prison officers, and that such treat
ment to prisoners was of almost daily oceur-
rence. The United Stites attornoy general
at once directed Distriet Attorney Watters
of this city to tnvestizate the case and raport
the facts, The waprden stated that he had
orderea Duwis whipped, but ne did not know
that he was o federal prmsoner.  Distriet
Attorney Watters forwarded the testimony
without recommendation nud the matter wos
then settled until yvesterday, when United
States Marshal Svoellmian recoived peremp-
tory orders Mrom Attorney General Miller to
remove at onee dll fedeval prisoners from the
Avkansas penttentinry and ponvey them to
the prison in Columbus, 0. beenuse of the

ture of o little money to do this, While &
big custom statup mill wonld undoubtodly
pay handsome dividends to uny
man.  or company thiat  ‘erected  such
works, the mdueemoents offered to
eapital by the miners, who are poor in every
Wiy, eéxcept us to the number and richness of
thoie claims, make It an easy matter, at this
time, to form allinnees by which milling mon
el orkanlze companles dod acqulre o half
interest In enough yproperty to keep their
stulnps golng on thelr own ore,  Luckily for
the camp thie minors wors aule to Hold on to
tueir clnims and by combining amwone theme
selyes, they ara in o position o grotp tos
pether o suflicient nimber of propactics 1o
make it of ndvantage to eapltalists to pro
vidg, the rdguisite mactinery to treat the
ures,

That such thivgs nre possible is not o mnt-
ter of more conjecture. Durng the past week
an incideot ogcarred that indicates that o
noew ern hos dawoed at Goitd Hill, Thoe time
for puvely speculative investments has
pasaed. The ooportunities for o mun or o
compity of men to slip iuto the district and
get eontrol or tie up promising propertios, by
the payimernt of a small amount of money, to
wold thom against the time whon they could
soll out or unload at 8 profit has gone by,
Hepresentatives of a company organized in
the enst, to operste ot Gold Hill, will corrob-
orate what 1 say In this connection. 'They
can furnish fnaisputavle proof from  their
own experience, that has been a bitter one,
ns  to  disappointments, These  castern
men ciime ol hore ostensibly to
carry  out o compoaet previously made
with w  number of mivers, who bad
bunched theie claims, which they were to
put np against o considerablo amount of
money us working capital,  Everything went
along swmootlily forw while, A compauy wns
lncorporated.

The demand for cars is most pressing from
this section, but there isastrong dewmoand
from all purts of tho state,  All the ronds are
stiort more or less and from three to ton days
are required to il orders for cars.  Somoe of
the lines alloweild thoir curs to go off their
roads oarly in the season and arve unable to
gob them back., The Missourl Pacifie, for in-
staties, wllowed about G0 enrs to o to southes
orn points and tho ronds thero refuse to po-
turn thom until aftor toe cotten scason is
over.

The Missouri Pacitic was short 1,200 cars
novth of Kansas City vesterday and has
been short about 500 cars every duy for the
pust two weelks.
